A Good Plan 

The wheat stem sawfly probably 
qualifies as the most serious con¬ 
trollable hazard in successful wheat 
production in the Prairie Provinces. 
We say “controllable” because, 
thanks to the admirable work of our 
entomologists, we know that losses 
may be very greatly reduced. 

The defeat of wheat stem rust 
was achieved almost entirely by 
agricultural scientists. The farmec 
had only to purchase seed of rust 
resistant varieties. The wheat stem 
sawfly problem, at present, is dif 
ferent because control measure; 
involve modifications of farm prac¬ 
tice, and the farmer himself, ii 
co-operation with his neighbour 
and with technical advisors, mu 
do the job 

The Saskatchewan Department c 
Agriculture is, this year, embarkin' 
on an aggressive control campaign ii 
the southwestern part of that prov¬ 
ince. Field supervisors have been 
appointed and they will work under 
the advice of Dominion Government 
entomologists a n d Experimental 
Farm personnel. If the farmer 
give this programme full support, \ 
will succeed. If they don’t, it xr 
fail. 

We gladly dedicate this article i 
the Saskatchewan fcuwiiy contra 
programme despite the /act that 
many of our readers are not aeiualb 
involved. The same kind o 
organization would be admirably 
suited to several other problems 
Indeed, in Manitoba, the control o' 
leafy spurge is well under way a 
the direct result of an essential’ 
similar plan.
